1* Forwarded herewith for your information and disposition are contact 
reports and supporting material relating to the LAZAR operation which was conducted 
by SOB in June of 1955* A formal report on the operation was not written prior 
to this time as the salient facts were reported via the above references and no 
further interest was shown nor appears warranted in the case. 



2. Upon receipt of a notice on 3 June 1955 that Kiklos LAZAR had been 
approached via mail bv an unidentified individual with the request for a personal 
meeting in Salzburg CL. proceeded to Munich to gather further details 

and assess LAZAR himself preliminary to further operational activity. The case had 
the "ear-marks" of a rcdefection attempt or recruitjnent ana warranted a continuation 

of operational activity. Via a personal interrogation of LAZAR, C SD ascertained 

the following information which provides the background for the subsequent operation; 



In May 1955, Kiklos LAZAR, a TPFL2LING employee in Munich, reported to 
IDENTITY ONE, the TPFSELING Security Officer, that he had received two letters 
addressed to the Hungarian Desk of TPFEELING. The letters, mailed on 22 April and 
26 Kay 1955 from Vienna, bore the return address of Wien, Thimiggasse 3U Arden. 
Inside the envelopes the letters were addressed to Identity 9 , which is the alias 
LAZAR uses on TPFSELING programs, and were signed "BENDEGUZ". BENDEGUZ, who was 
unknown to LAZAR, explained that he had listened to the lU April 1955 TPFSELING 
program and discovered that he knew LAZAR. He explained chat he was an emigre 
fighting communism and, due to the unusual situati^^ould not reveal his true 
name or address. As a bona fide he listed one 1 fp^rZEEMAN , a former pastor i n 
Taliya, Hungary. EENDEGUZ requested LAZAR to acknowledge receipt of the 22 April 
1955 letter by a pre-arranged code over TP FEELING and he would write again after 
receiving the acknowledgement* LAZAR stated "chat he had conformed with these 
instructions and, as a result, had received the 26 May 1935 letter. In this letter 
BENDEGUZ requested that LAZAR meet him in the Hotel IIIRiGHEN in Sal -burg, either 
28 May or 5 June 1955* LAZAK, a^ain by pre-arranged code, notified IZLiDSGUZ that 
he was willing to^et with him on 3 Juno 1955. 
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3. Following receipt o f the second letter, LAZAR notified IDENTITY ONE, who 
in turn, notified S2 of> MSB* IGEUTITT ONE instructed LAZAR to 

make the necessary arrangements indicating that he was willing to meet with 
BENDEGUZ in Salzburg on 5 June 1955* In response to Reference A Cl H 
to Munich to ascertain all the facts pertinent to the case and determine the advis- 
ability of proceeding with the operation. CL interrogated LAZAR regarding the 
situation and determined that LAZAR was agreeable to and suitable for a continuation of 
the operation* Upon f~ return to Salzburg arrangements were made to cover the 

meeting via audio-surveillance as well as personal surveillance* 

1|. ytne details of the operation are described in ANNEXES A, 3, C, D, E and F 
and naqknxe no further elaboration at this point* In essence, the operation identi- 
f iety33IDECjU2 /3§ \ Bertalair^QOEC ZK. a well known intelligen ce f abri cator. Traces 
on Q^ECZE aFe attached to /ANN EX F. GOECZE was interested in establishing a customer 
foy the products of his imagination. At the conclusion of his contact with LAZAR, 

GOECZE promised to write a report setting forth the details of his alleged intelli- 
gence network in Hungary and its capabilities* To date, such a report has never 
materialized nor is it likely that it ever will. 

5* On 1L February 1956* accidentally met LAZAR briefly at which -Dime 

LAZAR stated that he wished to see him. £. LH remained non-coramital and, upon his 
return to M)3, notified TPFEELING liaison of tho incident. TPFEELING liaison 
queried LAZAR and established that no further approaches had been made to fcbn since that 
in Salzburg in June 1955* However, LAZAR had accidentally met GOECZE while in Vienna 
on official business several months ago (probably December 1955). He reported that 
other than an exchange of greetings no further conversation had occurred* 

6. To summarize, the approach to Miklos LAZAR by Eertalan GOECZE was an attempt 
by an intelligence fabricator to develop a new customer for his fabrications. No new 
developments have occurred since the initial approach nor is it likely that any ever 
will. ARB has no further operational interest in the case. Should Headquarters or 
VOB have any further interest the case can be reopened at any time by re-establish- 
ing contact with GOECZE via LAZAR.

4* Case oif floor then enq»dred about Zoltan ZK SAN. ZES’.XJ, according to 
LAPAH, is an ^ven^Hcal pastor who resided in Thllya, Hungary. Subject stated 
that he had not seen ZSE'fttf for atrproxJjaatoly fifteen years and, consequently, 
did not know whether or not he still resided in Taliya Subject had originally 
net ZBitfAN, apmrently one of his T^oliticnl supporters, during Ms (subject's) 
political ounpa taring in Taliya i 3 t member r> r tbs Hungarian Farliaoent. 



5 # Case officer enquired ./hat subject's plans in regard to the letters 
were. Subject replied thxt he was prepared to go through with the meeting, pr^ 
▼Iding the case officer had no reservations. Case officer assured subject that 
he con cur red with Ms plans. However, ha wanted to assure the subject's safely 
and, secondly, establish the purpose of the contact. Case officer enquired 
whether subject had followed through on the signals arranged by the Letter 
writer and, i t so, how many people were avers that fact. Subject replied 
that he had followed through Tr* incorporating tfc$ -signals within the program 
tent end, to his knowledge, no one was witting of this action on his port. 



6. The discussion then turned to conjecture reg^din* the motive tioa of 
the latter writer. Subject ventured the opinion that the writer is ?n official 
of the Hungarian nolice who is interested in selling information. !!o discounted 
aiy recruitment attempt as *they would never get m to talk 1 . Deletion is out 
of the question end Salzburg would hardly seem suitable for a kidnapping. Sub- 
ject stated "I am not a coward and it is well known that I carry a piotol and an 
aoi afraid to use it.* He asked whether case officer would accompany him 'to the 
meeting to which case officer said he rould not but he would be in the back- 
ground. The subject indicatod that that was reassuring. (C. 9, Note; According 
to I<£T 3. subject does carry a Mstol. Vhether he Is as brsva as he 
states xs a matter of conjecture as he appeared neatly relieved when assured 
that he would be covered during the meeting. ) 

7. In response to* case officer qicstion, sul joct stated uni was unable 

to come to Salzburg on Saturday, 4 J ut» 1955* Ha stated he had a program at 1000 
that day and, furthermore, be would have to have hie chief's approval. Case 
effiesr indicated that the Beeessary cculd be ^ranged. (C.O. Ifotet 

3 has agreed to take care of the necessary arrangements.) Case officer 
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the transfer point and hesitated to rot into tha vehicle. Although subject can 
3paak English, ha preferred the discussion to be in Oe^ian, In addition, ob-

13. Subject oucod the floor during \ho art. j v*- part of the meet ing. However 

it appeared to be his inbit when, considering n pro*- lorn rather than due to ner- 
vous ness. He gave no indications of ucTvoMcn--»so - tb tha isxcoption of hie ini- 
tial apprehension prior to entering the v.;hloV oteuptx; by curb officer* Sub- 
ject confided that he -as always mistrustful of people and, as a result, never 
talked much. He 3tc.ted that he had talked c great deal luring the meeting in 
order to answer case officer’s questions but did not do so normally. Ho a - ked 
whether case officer was distrustful of people, c»so officer replied that in the 

intelligence business one had to be discreet. In summary, subject impro3sed 

case officer of being capable of carrying ou.t his assignment - r, nd, for that 

reason, on se officer propones to nrocsod with the operation. 

CASE OFFICER C0MMB1I7S 

14. It is curious the t subject w:Ze several eta tenants wfciwh appear to be 
contradictory* His statement that he carried a revolver, e? matter which he 
should have known could be chocked by case officer, appears to have been a 
touch of bravado. He also stated that be had. had no previous connection vrith 
the intelligence business and yet confided tm t he fed been employed lyy £i 
These contradictions appear to exhibit a tendency toward forgetfulness or un- 
trutlifulness. It is too early at this stage the operation to tetermtna which 
is more nearly correct and, in view of the pocket transmitter, is relatively 
unimportant in ter m3 of the on tire bperatlon.

Subject stated he worked with ant for 
Identity B of fV *7 in Steyr, He stated that he has great respeot and ad- 
miration for the man as veil as for his ability. Subject confided that he is 
getting his final dticenship papers In December of 1955, for the purpose he 
will have to return to the U.S, and then return to Europe to continue his TP-
